REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR. 


For the year 1920. 


To the Commissioners of the County of Merrimack. 


I respectfully submit this report for the year ending 
December 31, 1920. 


At the April term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found twelve indictments as follows: 


Adultery + 
Attempted rape 1 
Breaking and entering 2 
False Pretenses 2 
Murder 1 
Perjury Z 


Of these respondents two were sentneced to jail, four 
paid fines, and in four other cases sentences were sus- 
pended. By far the most important case of the term 
was the trial in connection with the murder of Maurice 
F. Otterson and in this, as also in one of the perjury 
Gasese tile. jltya returned a! verdict of acquittal. 

At the October term of the Superior Court the Grand 
Jury found fourteen indictments against eleven res- 
pondents as follows:

Breaking and entering 
Larceny 
Manslaughter

Of these respondents two were sentenced to jail, four 
the House of Correction and in four cases sentence was 
suspended. The manslaughter case, which grew out 
of an automobile accident, was continued until the April 
term, 1921, because of illness of the respondent.

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The most serious problem which has been faced dur- 
ing the past year has been that of automobile accidents. 
These have occurred throughout the County but an 
unusually large number have taken place in the City 
of Concord. All these have been carefully investigated 
by the holding of inquests and in all but two it seemed 
clear that there was no criminal responsibility resting 
upon any of the parties who remained alive. Two cases 
were presented to the Grand Jury at the October term, 
and three indictments were returned against a single 
respondent. It is very obvious that the great bulk of 
accidents of this type can be avoided by careful driving, 
and it is proposed strictly to enforce all automobile 
laws during the coming season in an effort to cut down 
the number of fatalities. 

Another important matter has been the enforcement 
of the prohibition laws and it seems clear that on the 
whole the situation in this County is satisfactory. There 
are one or two bad spots where the liquor conditions 
are very demoralizing and where it has seemed par- 
ticularly difficult to enforce the law. ‘These, however, 
are the exception and it may safely be said that the 
traffic in intoxicating liquor has been reduced to a-very 
low point. 

I am very happy to acknowledge the very courteous 
assistance which has been given me by all the officials 
throughout the County with whom I have come in 
contact.
